If  written  into  the  constitution  this  law  could  not  be  altered  in  any  way  by  the  Ijcgt: 
lature  or  Grovemor,  except  to  grant  additional  powers.  ^ 

The  measure  is  designated  as  the  "Water  and  Power  Act."  Presented  under  the  mis- 
leading slogan  of  "Power  at  Cost,"  this  supremely  radical  act  is  more  vicious  in  its  pro- 
visions than  any  measure  ever  placed  upon  the  ballot  in  the  United  States.

BURDEN  ON  TAXPAYERS 

EVERY  TAXPAYER  IN  CALIFORNIA  MUST  ASSUME  THE  RISKS  OF  THIS 
EXPENSIVE  EXPERIMENT-MUST  BECOME  THE  GUARANTOR  OF  T^  IN- 
TELLIGENCE, SKILL  AND  JUDGMENT  OF  THE  ^^ROPOSED  BOARDAND  OF 
THE  UNIDENTIFIED  TECHNICAL  STAFF  AND  ORGANIZATION  IT  WILL  RE- 
CRUIT, AS  WELL  AS  PAY  THE  ENORMOUS  TAX  TO  MEET  INTEREST  AND 
SINKING  FUND  REQUIREMENTS.  AND  THE  TAXPAYERS  GUARANTEEING 
THE  FIVE  HUNDRED  MILLION  DOLLARS  ($500,000,000)  HAVE  NO  VOICE  AS

IS  THIS  FAIR? 

Many  communities  of  California  own  their  water  and  power  plants.  The  people  have 
installed  these  systems  and  bonded  themselves  to  pay  for  them.  Now  they  are  aOsed  to 
vote  +his  enormous  blanket  mortgage  upon  thar  property  to  develop  the  water  and  power 
m  other  localities.  It  is  like  mortgaging  your  own  home  to  hdp  some  unknown  and  ramaoied 
peroon  build  and  fmMx  a  home  for  Mmself .  Woold  you  do  tiiBT 

FAILURE  IS  ANTICIPATED 

SponsOTS  of  the  Act  knew  it  was  not  sound.  They  provided  two  ways  in  which  to  pay 
for  losses.  First,  the  Act  provides  that  more  bonds,  in  addition  to  the  Five  Hundred 
Million  Dollars  ($500,000,000)  shall  be  issued  to  pay  interest  and  pnncipal  on  the  ongmal 
issue  Second,  the  Act  provides  for  an  annual  appropriation  from  the  State  Treasury  to 
'"me^t  defaults  in  principal  and  interest.  Money  thus  taken  from  the  Treasury  must  be 
rais^  by  taxing  the  people. 

Why  is  State  credit  necessary  to  develop  community  water  and  power  projects  if  those 
p-^^^erpriaes  are  sudi  that  they  will  pay  for  themselves  in  fifty  years?  Wlio  guarantees  the 
'projecta  will  pay  for  themadves? 

FARMERS  WOULD  SUFFER 

The  power  granted  this  political  board  to  condemr.  and  confiscate  land,  water  and 
water  rights  would  disturb,  unsettle  and  make  unsafe  the  future  status  of  pnvate  or  mutually 
owned  water  rights  and  the  land  titles  affected  thereby.  This  would  be  disastrous  to  farm- 
ing districts  served  by  mutual  water  companies  and  wou.d  immediately  halt  investment 
in  farm  lands  and  farming  enterprises.  Carrying  power,  water  and  light  to  distant  fermmg 
communities  and  the  rural  districts  under  the  proposed  plan  would  be  at  a  proMWUVe 
cost,  because  of  the  small  market  and  enormous  transmission  expenae.  It  wom  oen^^ 
to  agricultural  and  sparsely  settled  sections.  "Power  at  Cost.^'  But,  oh,  t&e  COBTIIU 

SUPER  POWERS  OF  BOARD 

Powers  exceedmg  those  conferred  upon  any  other  branch  of  the  state  government,  or 
any  elected  official,  are  given  to  this  Board  whose  acts  are  beyond  control  of  tiie  people, 
review  by  the  Legislature,  or  direction  of  tbe  Gorenior.  The  Board  can  do  any  TO 
all  things  it  thinks  necessary. 


CREATES  POUTICAL  MACHINE 


With  the  right  to  employ  as  many  persons  as  it  desires,  to  pay  whatever  salaries  it 
wants  to  to  disregard  civil  service  regulations  and  restrictions,  and  with  a  four-year  term, 
this  Board  could  build  up  a  gigantic  poUtical  machine  to  perpetuate  itself  m  office. 

It  would  have  an  anny  of  employes,  their  families  and  dependents,  subject  to  its 
orders,  political  or  otherwise;  it  could  dominate  and  control  communities  and  pohtical 
subdivisiOTS  through  the  fixing  of  rates  and  the  spending  of  Five  Hundred  MiUion  Dollars 
($500,000,000)  or  more.  Do  you  want  this? 


CIVIL  SERVICE  DISREGARDED 

state  Civil  Service  rules  and  regulations  are  not  necessary  under  the  Act,  whidi  removes 
the  last  obstacle  that  might  stand  in  the  way  of  the  creation  of  a  pohtical  machine. 

Dr.  Frands  B.  Kellogg,  president  of  the  Southern  California  Civil  Sernce  Leagui, 
said  of  the  Act  in  his  amraal  report,  Feb.  14,  1922: 

"It  is  in  its  entirety  the  most  autocratic  measure  that  could  possibly  be  imagined 
♦•♦•♦Its  attempt  to  conv^  the  impression  liiat  it  win  be  admmistered  upon  civd  service 
lines*****i8  cafculated  to  deceive  tJie  large  number  who  fail  to  grasp  the  absurdity  of  a 
poUtically  appointed  board  imposing  upon  itsdf  voluntarily  the  restridaoiis  and  restaamts 
of  genuine  civil  service.'* 

RECALL  NOT  ASSURED 

There  is  no  assurance  that  provision  will  be  made  at  any  time  for  the  recall  of  Board 
members  by  the  people  as  the  act  does  not  provide  WHAT  Legislature  shall  make  this  pro- 
vifflon— whetiier  it  shall  be  ttie  next  Legidatore  or  one  holding  office  fifty  years  from  now. 


REFERENDUM  IS  DENIED 

All  right  to  invoke  the  referendum  on  any  of  the  projects  Proposed  or  mtered  m to  by 
the  Board  is  denied.  Eveiy  power  given  to  the  Board,  which  means  ALL  POWERS  neces- 
sary, is  to  be  exercised  solely  by  the  Board  and  at  its  own  discretion. 


INJURES  MARSHALL  PLAN 

"The  Water  and  Power  Act  would  menace  not  only  the  Marshall  Plan  but  other  plans 
and  projects  that  have  at  heart  the  REAL  interest  of  our  State." 

C  A  Barlow,  president  of  the  California  State  Irrigation  Association,  sponsor  of  the 
Marshall  Plan,  made  the  above  statement  in  a  letter  to  the  People'^  ^'t-^'T^Jf^^C' 
April  22,  1922.  The  last  State  Legislature  appropriated  $200,000  to  mvestigate  and  make 
surveys  for  the  Marshall  Plan  which  calls  for  a  unified  system  of  water  conservation  to 
supply  ALL  Galifomia  lands. 


MUST  ISSUE  BONDS 


Issuance  of  the  entire  Five  Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($500,000,000)  in  bonds,  and  such 
ADDITIONAL  bonds  as  are  required  to  meet  deficits,  is  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board 
alone.  The  Finance  Committee,  created  by  the  Act  to  dispose  of  the  bonds,  MUST  sell 
them  when  the  Board  says  so.  It  is  COMPELLED  to  raise  funds  whoever  required  to 
carry  out  projects  the  Board  decides  upon. 

WHY  VOTE  BONDS  FOR  EXPERIMENTS? 

Bonds  are  needed  for  essentials  such  as  good  roads,  more  schools,  public  works  and 
undertakings  already  begun  and  for  our  returned  servicti  men. 

The  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  is  $73,843,000.  Voting  Five  Hundred 
Million  Dollars  ($500,000,000)  of  bonds  would  increase  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  Gali- 
^ibrnkt  seven  times. 

Remember,  the  Boai^d  has  power  to  make  and  fix  any  and  all  rates  for  service  wherever 
it  operates.  It  is  not  subject  to  control  by  the  State  Railroad  Commission  or  any  other 
official  body. 

THESE  MEN  KNOW 

PRESIDENT  HARDING,  in  his  Inaugural  Address,  said :  "We  must  have  more 
business  iu  government  and  less  government  in  business." 

f  HERBERT  HOOVER,  Secretary  of  Commerce,  says:  "At  the  present  time 
California  companies  are  carrying  current  over  wires  300  miles  long,  while  the 
greatest  distance  contemplated  in  the  Atlantic  Project  is  only  200  miles.  Nowhere 
isLjtower  so  cheap  as  in  California." 

EDWARD  N.  HURLEY,  War-Time  Chairman  of  the  United  States  Shipping 
Board,  said  in  April,  1921:  "Although  at  one  time  sympathetic  toward  govern- 
ment ownership,  I  am  certain,  after  a  nimiber  of  years  in  Government  Service, 
that  no  conmnmity  can  receive  the  industrial  service  to  which  it  is  entitled  under 
municipal  or  government  management." 

CHESTER  H.  BOWELL,  member  of  the  Calif<Hmia  State  Railroad  Commis8i(m, 
said  recently:  "Our  pditical  methods  are  not  ytt  «Bicient  enough  for  the  state 
to  adndbiister  public  utilities— the  present  problem  tha;t  lies  bef <Mre  California  is 
systematization  of  its  political  machinery."
